Petitions bearing nearly 600 
names were presented to the 
town managers of Norway and 
Paris asking for special town

Administration District 17, 


A ruling by the Attorney 
General’s office last week stated 
that no vote for dissolution of 
the district shall. be permitted. 
It ‘was announced that the Par- 
is selectmen rescinded their 
vote to hold a town meeting on 
dan. 5. The Norway selectmen 

had not set a meeting date, 

The ruling from Augusta 
noted that the towns had voted 
to authorize a bond issue of 
$1,050,000 for secondary school 
construction, The district direc- 
tors had voted to issue a note 
for $60,090 in anticipation of 
the sale of bonds, and the note 
had been issued and delivered 
to the Norway National Bank, 

The law was quoted: “No 
such vote on a petition of dis- 
salution shall be permitted 
which such School Administra- 
live District shall have out- 
standing indebtedness. Out- 
standing indebtedness is defin- 
ed as bonds or notes for capital 
outlay purposes issued by the 
School Directors pursuant to 
approval thereof in a district 
meeting of such School Admin- 
istrative District,” 

The opinion stated that since 
a note had been issued for cap- 
ital outlay purposes, the pur- 
chose of a school site, there is 
outstunding indebtedness in the 
district and the vote shall not 
be permiitted, 

Last Friday Justice Harold 
C, Marden issued a temporary 
injunction restraining the SAD 
17 directors from incurring in- 
debtedness against the district. 
A hearing was ordered to be 
held Jan, 10 at South Paris 
that the directors may appear 
and show cause why said in- 
junction should not be granted. 
He also ordered that until the 
meeting the defendants will be 
restrained from incurring or 
attempting to incur any out- 
standing indebtedness against 
the school administration.

HEALTH AND SAFETY 
TIPS FROM AMA 

(Frostbite) 

Cold weather is back again 
and- with it comes. the health 
hazards that accompany sub- 
freezing temperatures. An ever 
present winter danger is frost- 
bite. 

Frostbite is, naturally, more 
of a problem in the northern 
states, but even in most of the 
south there are occasional perl- 
ods of weather cold enough to 
nip unprotected noses and fin- 


gers, ‘ 

Frostbite can be very pain- 
ful for a long period, can’ re- 
result in amputations and can 
Jenve the vietim hypersensitive 
to cold for the rest of his life. 
In some ways the damage of 
frostbite is similar fo a burn. 
Inturies to both deep and shal- 
low fissue axe comparable, 
First degree frostbite, like sun- 
urn, is an injury to surface 
skin. It is likely to attack ears, 
tocs, fingers, cheeks or nose, 
Second degree frostbite produc- 
es blisters aa in second degree 
burn, In third degree frostbite 
the damage ig deep and much of 
the frozen part may be lost, 

, Prevention is the best protes- 
tion against frostbite, This 
means being properly dressed 
in warm clothing, waterproof 
shoes and heavy, dry socks, and 
with good covering for head 
and cars. Keep elothing dry 
from both outside moistare and 
perspiration and avoid tight 
clothing ox garters that may 
restrict circulation. 

Motorists traveling across 
country in aubfreezing weather 
are advised to have heavy 
clothing and shoes in the car, 
in the event that there should 
be a breakdown and it becomes 
necessary to hike for help. 

If your auto is stalled in 
snow or ice some distance from 
help, it may be safer to stay in 
the car than to walk a long dis- 
tance in. extreme ‘cold with 
clothing that is too light. 

The first signs of frostbite 
are “pins and needles" prickly 
fecling and then numbness, The 
affected part will turn white or 
gray and Inter red, .

GREATER IN. Se 
RIGHT-TO-WORK STATES. 

Maine Citizens for Right to 
Work released statistics this 
week showing that states which 
have Right to Work Laws, pro- 
tecting the right of workers. to 
join or not join a labor union, 
are industrializing more swift- 
iy than are states which do not 
have the laws. 

Industrial, business and: ser- 
vice jobs are béing created four 
times as fast in Right to Work 
states as in non-Right to Work 
states, There are 19 states with 
Right to Work laws. The Maine 
organization is circulating pet- 
tions to initinte a Right to 
Work law in the forthcoming 
legislature, Approximately 30,- 
000 signatures are needed, 

The statistics on the creation 
of new jobs in the 50 states 
were compiled by the National 
Right to Work Committee in 
Washington, D. GC. They were 
taken from the official publica- 
tion of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, U. S. Department of 
Labor. 

The statistise show that the 
19 Right to Work states had a 
16.44% inerease in the creation 
of new evita jobs as 
compared to 8.8°% im the 31 
non-Right to Work states. 

Walter F. Tweedie, Executive 
Director of the Maine Citizens 
for Right to Work, said “Maine 
ig one of the lowest in industri- 
a] progress. To keep our great 
state moving ahead we muat 
atimulate the creations of new 
industries, large and small, 
and provide jobs that make 
income and raise our pros- 
perity.
